Greeted on Birthday 


Reception for 8 of 
Southwest Museum 


Walked to Los Angeles in 
1884. from Wisconsin 


Charles Fletcher Lummis, found- 
er Af the Southwest Museum, and 
one of America’s foremost archeol- 
ogists, who was 66 years of age 
yesterday, was honored last night 


at a banquet given at the museum 
by the board of trustees of the in- 
stitution. Eighty-five prominent 
citizens of the Southland enjoyed 
the excellent Spanish dinner and 
listened to a musical program and 
addresses 3 by Dr. David Starr 
Jordan, Dr. Milbank Johnson, 
president of the museum, and 
Dr. John Comstock, director of the 
museum. Joseph Scott was toast- 
master. 

A feature of the entertainment 
was the unveiling of an excep- 
tionally nue portrait of Mr. Lum- 
mis, painted by Ron Menendez. 
The dinner was served at 7 o'clock 
im the art gallery and between 8 
and 11 o'clock hundreds of friends 
of Mr. Lummis “dropped up” to 
wish the famous man “many happy 
returns.” 

As Dr. Lammis sat accepting 
with becoming modesty the hon- 
ors showered upon him, the sev- 
eral speakers praised him for his 
unstinting efforts in behalf of the 
museum and his contributiqn to 
the field of the fine arts. 

Overcome by laudations of him- 
self and his work, Dr. Lummis 
responded with a brief talk in 
which he expressed the belief that 
he was not entirely deserving of so 
generous praise but nevertheless 
expressed deep-seated appreciation 
He assured his hosts that the fact 
that he had lived so long in Cali- 
fornia and had got se much out 
of his life here made it incumbent 
upon him that he attempt to re- 
pay the State and community’ in 
some way. He added that he 
hoped to continue to enjoy the 
health and strength that would en- 
able him to advance his work in his 
chosen field. 

During the course of his talk he 
traced the history of the South- 
west Society of the Archeological 
Institute of America. 

As part of the musical program 
given during the course of the eve- 
ning, the Overman Sisters of Santa 
Barbara sang a number of En- 
glish and Spanish songs, the lat 
we being composed by Dr. Lum- 
mis. 


Mr. Lummis came to Los An- 
geles in 1881, having walked across 
the continent from Wisconsin 
when walking wasn't as easy as it 
is today and when the friendly 
honk of a motor car was un- 
known. For three years Mr. 
Luminis was city editor of The 
Times. He then went to New Mex- 
ico in the interests of science and 
after returni to Los Angeles es- 
tablished the Land of Sunshine 
magazine, now printed under the 
title of Out West.

Those uninjured, who had seen 
the explosion, were unable to tell 
what caused it.

The powder had been turned 
over to the Ammonite Company at 
Nixon, whose employees were the 
first victims of the blast.

PHOENIX (Ariz.) March 1.—

junction was filed in the United 
States District Court here late to- 
day against James B. Girand, 
Phoenix engineer, to stop work on 
the Diamond Creek project on 
the Colorado River in Mohave 
county, Arizona. The defendant 
was ordered to appear in court 
on the 16th inst., to show cause 
why the injunction should not 
be granted. 

Construction work on the dam 
was started last. December by 
Gtrand and associates of the Colo- 
rado River Engineering and De- 
velopment Company despite the 
fact that the Federal Power Com- 
mission declined to grant him 
a license to bulld the dam. 

Declaration that he and his as- 
sociates “are going to resist the 
government's effort to enjoin us 
from proceeding with the work at 
Diamond Creek,” was made by 
James B. Girand in a statement 
here today when informed that he 
had been made defendant in a suit 
to halt construction of the Dia- 
mond Creek Dam on the Colorad 
River. 


AOTION OF DAUGHERTY 

TUCSON (Arts.) March 1.—The 
legal action against the Diamond 
Creek project instituted at Phoe- 
nix today, according to F. H. 
Rernard, United States District- 
Attorney for Arizona, was begun 
at the direction of Atty.-Gen. 
Daugherty: 

The government's petition, Mr. 
Bernard said, recites that Gtrand 
and associates were granted by 
the Federal Power Commission in 
June, 1921, a preliminary permit 
authorizing them to continue sur- 
vey work at the Diamond Creek 
site. Late in December, 1923, the 
petition recites, actual work, con- 
sisting of drilling several holes 
in the walls of the canyon was 
started at Diamond Creek, al- 
though a final license necessary 
for actual construction work had 
not been issued the Girand inter- 


mission. 

The government seeks to en- 
join Girand interests from con- 
tinuing further construction work 
at Diamond Creek until the Fed- 
eral Power Commission has au- 
therized this work. 


COST TO BE $40,000,000 
The Diamond Creek, or Girand 
project, contemplate the con 
struction of a privately owned 
hydroelectric power devel- 
opment dam at an estimated cost 
of $40,000,000. The project, ge- 


cording to specifications made 
public by the Girand interests 
would develop approximately 


200.000 horsepower. 
Announcement that actuel 
construction work had been start: 
ed at Diamond Creek was made 
late in December of last year by 
rand when he filed affidavits 
with, the State Water Commission- 
er that he had complied with the 
provisions of a State permit that 
would have expired December 31, 
1928, had Girand failed to start

Two of Los Angeles’ most prominent citizens have just been hon- 
ored by Pope Piux XI in recognition of their devotion to religion and 


humanity, J. Wiseman Macdonald

The Order of Pius is one of the 
rarest papal honors in the United 
States and Mr. Macdonald enjoys 
the distinction of being the first in 


California to be so decorated. 

Officially established by Pius IX 
in June, 1847, the Order of Pius 
was designed as a reward for faith- 
ful and devoted service to the 
State and church and intended to 
influence men to greater virtue and 
spiritual endeavors as well as te 
a more intensive cultivation of the 
arts and sciences. 

For many years Mr. Macdonald 
has been closely associated with 
Catholic activities in Los Angeles, 
serving in the capacity of legal ad- 
viser of the bishops of the diocese 
and devoting himself, as president 
of the central council of the St.

The entire pop- 
uation gives way to participation 
in the varied features of the holi- 
day season, or in aiding in enter- 
taining the thousands of visitors 
who come here not only from 
points all over Mexico, but from 
the United States and other foreign 
countries. 

Mazatian, the leading seaport 
city of the West Coast of Mexico, 
enjoys an ideal winter climate, 
said to be superior even to that of 
Honolulu or Palm Beach, Florida. 
It is a city of unusual scenic at- 
traction, ing practically sur- 
rounded with picturesque cocoanut 
palm-bordered bays dotted with 
islands. On one of these islands 
the highest lighthouse on the 
American ntinent is maintained 
by the Mexican government.

R ence to 4 the members of the Princeton faculty met in confer- 


ence to determine the most important word in the English lan- 
guage. “Liberty,” “Faith” and “Courage” were discussed and 
discarded. Even “Charity—the greatest of these—” was rejected in 
favor of “Loyalty,” which, according to the Princeton solons, is the 
most important word in the English vocabulary. : 

The world needs them all. They are so many attributes of the 
infinite in the finite intelligence. When man was created as a replica 
of the image of Divinity, a divine spark penetrated his heart and 
brain; for the image was more than a shell, it was a complete being, 
capable of distinguishing between good and evil. 

Civilizations have waxed and waned since the first man and 
woman walked out of Paradise to face the realities of the material 
world. In them were embodied all the forces of good and evil. To 
them and their descendants was the dominion of the earth. The hu- 
man race became the arbiter of its own destiny. a 

To attempt to determine without reservation what attribute the 
world needs most is presumptuous; for it is necessary to cultivate all 
that is best in us in order that the forces of good may dominate. The 
ascent to the stars is a tortuous path. It is only on the last day that 
the spirit escapes from its prison of flesh; and the way of the flesh 
leads to the abyss. 

One absolute essential of the present day is courage. The die- 
tates of reason and conscience are impotent where the will is lacking 
to carry them into effect. And true courage is a moral attribute. 
Physical bravery belongs to the brute. It exists in a marked degree in 
flesh-eating animals. A reckless disregard for life is found in low 
mentalities and in backward races. 

Moral courage is a divine attribute. It dictates that life must be 
risked and sacrificed only for that which is higher than life. To die 
heroically is often easier than to continue to live. Our modern civil- 
ization produces thousands who are ready to sacrifice themselves, even 
in wars of aggression, who, inspired by hate, risk their lives for re- 
venge. But there is too often a lack of those who are willing to live 
for their country, to devote their days and their hours to the public 
good. 

On almost every page of history are instances of men who pos- 
sessed the courage to face steel and lead, but not to face public opinion 
inflamed by passion. Physica] courage is necessary in order that nobler 
aspirations may become realities. If a people lacks the courage to 
offer ita breast as a bulwark to invasion, it will not long exist as a po- 
litical unity. But this is not enough. Only he possesses moral cour- 
age who dares in a righteous cause to be unpopular. | 
| One possessing merely physical courage risks his life to gratify 
a passion. Moral courage sacrifices self to an idea. While it is true 
that moral courage is apt at times to be misapplied, that it leads sin- 
cere persons to suffer martyrdom for false ideas, the fact remains that 
it is the one hope of the race. a : : 

The politician asks whether a cause is popular, whether it offers 
opportunity to gratify personal ambition. The statesman asks whether 
it be just. 

The courage that consists in blindly overlooking a danger is that 
of the brute. It is the valor of ignorance. Moral courage, fully con- 
scious of the danger faced, mounts as the danger increases. 

True courage is a moral attribute as highly developed in women 
asin men. How many heroic hearts beat in feeble breasts! The lit- 
tle mother who, widowed, faces the world with her children clinging 
to breast and knee, possesses a courage that is often lacking in those 

who, under the impulse of battle, march jauntily to the cannon’s 
mouth. | 

Few barbaric peoples have lacked physical courage. The Turk, 
with lust and murder in his heart, dies like a stoic. The Mercenaries 
once formed the best troops in Europe; and the Foreign Legion of 
France, composed of ne’er-do-wells of every land, is world famous 
for its reckless daring under fire. 


* 


But instances of moral courage are not so abundant. Physical |j- 


courage trembles and turns pale before public opinion; for there are 
no decorations, no crowns of laurel, no triumphant entries for those 
who offer themselves as a sacrifice in civil life for the public welfare. 

Yet that spark of the infinite within us places the victories of 
peace above those of war. The bards of old sang only of physical 
prowess. The heroes of Homer knew not the meaning of moral cour- 
age. They were simply the instruments with which the gods of Olym- 
pus conducted a civil war. And among the seats on Olympus not even 
a stool was reserved for Justice. | Shae 

But the world has passed into a new era, in which it has become 
apparent that the peoples of the earth must unite to abolish war, 
which is simply scidntific barbarism, or the next world war, waged 
with improved instruments for wholesale destruction, will destroy 

Moral courage, based on ideals of justice and equality, can alone 
bring about the unity of peoples for the universal enforcement of just 
laws and the promotion of peace. And we must begin to look about 
us for illustrious examples of moral courage. We must discern recom- 
penses for the victories of peace equal to those once bestowed upon 
the winners of battles. | | 

Moral courage in the highest degree is essential to the purifica- 

tion that must take place in our own government, due to a system 
smacking of corruption that remained as a by-product of the World 
War.

Another bug is one that squeals, 
wher we touch the set, after tun- 
ing in our station. When we put 
our hands near the tuning dials, 
a loud squeal is the result; this is 
caused by interference of two 


waves of different frequency set 
ting up an audible beat note. This 
bug is difficult to control, as the 
slightest change in capacity ot 
your receiving apparatus, such as 
effect of the body, hands, ete., 
causes this squeal. The best way 
to get rid of this pest is to shield 
your receiving set, and ground all 
shields to your ground connection. 
It is also well to receive stations 
with the receiver in a nonoscillat- 
ing condition; better and clear re- 
—. Will result, with: less squeal- 
ng.

SAMUEL’S BAD SONS 

The faults of Samuel's sons may 
have contributed materially to the 
dissatisfaction of the people; that 
a man so upright as Samuel should 
have had children so disobedient 
and so unsatisfactory was calcu- 
lated to excite criticism. The par- 
tiality that led the father to con- 
tinue them in spite of their mis- 
conduct may have aroused a fear 
that he would try to make one of 
them his successor. But it is 
probable that the third reason was 
most influential; it is the only one 
repeated after Samuel's warning. 

They were a peculiar people dit- 
ferent from the nations about 
them. They relied for guidance 
upon an invisible God speaking 
through his prophets, while the na- 
tions around about had visible rul- 
ers who could lead them in bat- 
tle and execute the laws, crude as 
they may have been. God told them 
through Samuel what a king 
would do, and it was as faithful 
a picture of the unlimited mon- 
archy as was ever painted. It reads 
as. follows: 


And he said, This will be the 
manner of the king that shall 
reign over you: He will take your 
sons, and appoint them for him- 
self, for his chariots, and to be his 
horsemen; and some shall run be- 
fore his chariota, 

“And he will appoint them cap- 
tains over thousands, and captains 
over fifties; and will set them to 
ear his ground, and reap his har- 
vest, and to make his instruments

reading when the President came 
in from dinner, given in his hon- 
jor at Secretary Wright's. He 
Knocked at my door to see if 1 
was asleep and came in. He 
came ostensibly to say a word of 
' welcome, but in reality what he 
jeame to say was this: 
I suppose I will be criticized 
| again, Archie, for making a ‘apec- 
tacular play for the benefit of 
the public,” but I don't think you 
know how I dread taking this ride 
at this time: but you would under- 
stand if you eould see the pro- 
test from people against my last 
order prescribing the riding test 
for the Navy. I belleve that it has 
done so much for the Army and 
will bear so much greater § fruit 
later that I would undergo any 
hardship myself to guarantee the 
continuance of the order. I be. 
Heve that Mr. Taft will continue 
the order, but I also know that 
a great coterie of both the Army 


and the Navy are only waiting for 


me to leave the White House to 
deluge the next President with 
applications to modify the order. 
I know the order is not too se- 
vere, but K it is, I also want to 
know 1 

“If two naval officers,” and 
with a comical smile, added in 
parenthesis (we won't mention 
the fact that they are Virginians 
and possibly born in the saddle, 
and you and I can take this ride 
of ninety miles in one day, we 
will never hear a word again in 
protest of the order.

I was asleep in five minutes and 
the next thing I knew he was 
hammering at my door to get up.

We had little bread. but a con- 
siderable amount of rare steak a 
drank two cups of coffee. . 
Rixey and Dr. Grayson came be- 
fore we finished. and while we 
were merry, apparently, I think 
our merriment was largely as- 
sumed, for it meant a good deal 
to each one of us, and there was 
no one in the party who did not 
realize it. For the President it 
meant prestige a continuance of 
hie orders: in fact, u would never 
have done for him to fail, and I 
don't think failure ever entered 
his mind, but it did in ours and 
we each looked most critically at 
him to see if he was in fit state. 
Dr. Rixey examined his heart and 
punched him nere and there, 
while he resented in good humor, 
“fut submitted to it. as it was a 
part of his order for the riding 
teat. 


ON THE WAY 

Tt was just twenty minutes to. 4 
when we mounted our horses. The 
President rode Rosewell on the 


start and I had my old faithful 
Larry. The two Virginians ad 
their own mounts also. We started 
on a dog trot down Pennsylvania 
avenue and made thé bridge in ten 
minutes. But. oh, the wind was 
cold! There were few clouds to 
be seen, and while everything was 
frozen hard there was no sign of 
a blizzard in the sky. We did not 
pases through Fort Meyer, but took 
the road to the right. For the 
Arat six miles, in fact to Falls 
Church. the roads were fair and we 
made good time, but from Falls 
Church to Fairfax the roads were 
bad and we lost time. 

If you can imagine the roads in 
Cuba during the rainy weather, 
frozen hard, you will have some 
iden of the greater part of the 
roads we traveled over. They had 
been deeply furrowed and cut up 
since the last thaw and snow, and 
had simply frezen in this way, but 
we managed to reach Fairfax by 
ten minutes past 6. Here we 
found the first detachment of 
horses waiting for us, in charge 
of a trooper from Fort Meyer. 
As we had not decided to go un- 
til 10 o'clock Tuesday morning, it 
was after 12 before I could per- 
fect arrangements to have the 
relay horses sent out. Then I 
simply ordered four horses and two 
orderties to report to Dr. Rixey's 
farm, near Falla Church, for the 
use of some officers, 
of the Navy, and so no one knew 
what they were really to be used 
for. Orders were given to the or- 
derlies to leave two horses at Fair- 
fax. two more at Bull Run and two 
more at Buckland. 1 had aleo 
sent from Washington the Presi- 
dent's bay mare Georgia for him 
to ride from Fairfax to the sec- 
ond change, but to my chagrin 
when we got to Fairfax | saw that 
Georgia was not there and inquiry 
developed the fact that Dr. Rixey, 
thinking I had sent too many 
horses, had ordered one to be left 
back, and as luck would have it, 
Georgia was the one chosen. I 
thought the President would be 
furious, as he had every right to 
be, for he had told Dr. Rixey 
that he would have Georgia sent 
ever for the trip, and I had given 
most specific orders, yet all he said 
was: 
“| am keenly disappointed, for I 
wanted Georgia to be in on this 
ride as a matter of sentiment if 
for nothing else.“ 

It was 6:20 when we arrived at 
Fairfax Courthouse, and it took 
only fifteen minutes to change 
horses, and without waiting a min- 
ute we started at a briak trot to- 


ward ° Centerville, whic we 
reached at 7:20. Two miles fur- 
ther on we came to Cub Run, 


where we found our second change 
of hdrses, and the change for the 
President and myself was for the 
worse; for the horses we got in 
exchange for the ones we were on 
were rough, slow and mine was 
vicious. We passed the battle 
field and saw some of the monu- 
ments erected to some of the New 
York regiments, which led me to 


repeat the story which always 
struck me as rather good: 
“When one old general was 


talking of the Battle of Bull Run, 
one of his listener asked, Did you 
run, general?’ to which he prompt- 

replied, ‘All who didn’t are 
ere yet.“ 


ROOSEVELT CHEERFUL 
The whole way the President 
was in the best of spirits. We 
only saw the sun that day for a 
minute, and as it came out some- 
where near Bull Run the Presi- 
dent turned in his saddle and said: 
“Let Tillman rage and let For- 
aker imagine a vain thing, we 
enjoy thia day 


in spite of them. 


ithe weeret service and the resent-

The conversation was in patch- 
es, for no One attempted to carry 
on a @iecussion of any kind. The 
President's keen wit was like wine 


when our spirits began te flag. He

Virginia reads and wondered 
what the old vets would say if 
their spirits could come beck to 
earth and see him riding over Bull 
Run Road with three rebels, as he 
called us. We had thought of the

“I can see her now, when, in 
order to show my resentment to 
her for some disciplinary meas- 
ure she would enforce, I would 
pray for the success of the Union 
forces or, as I was wont to speak 
of them, the ‘Yankees.” She al- 
ways heard our prayers at night, 
and when I could not vent my 
anger any other way I would close 
my prayers with asking God to 
bless the Yankees. And when we 
wanted anything which she would 
not give us we often resorted to 
the strategem of calling God's 
blessing on the rebels, too. This 
frequently secured a respite for us 
from bed for another half hour.” 

By the time we reached Gains- 
ville we all felt that the trip 
would be a success. had 
measured his strength, as it were, 
and knew about what we tould 
do, and, as the President said, “As 
our physical condition would 
weaken our morale would rise, so 
that when we reached Buckland at 
9:35 we were in a fine humor. 

We changed our horses there 
and started on our last lap to War- 
renton. We had planned to reach 
the town by 11, but it looked hope- 
less for a time, as part of the road 
Was so furrowed and cut up that 
we could only make any time by 
keeping off the roads and riding on 
the embankments. We took ad 
vantage of every good stretch, 
however, to gallop and just as the 
town clock struck 11 we entered 
the main thoroughfare of the town. 


No one knew of our coming, but 
several persons recognized the 
President and soon the news 


spread to all quarters of the city. 
In less time than it takes to tell it 
there had gathered upward of 1006 
persons in front of the old War- 
ren Green Hotel and I was de- 
tailed to go out to see them, 


PRESIDENT CHEERED 
They would not believe that we 
had ridden from Washington and 


they begged me to say to the Pres- 
ident that they would like to meet 
him. I knew he would have to see

E men, who acted as spokesmen, 
that the President was as anxious 
to meet the people of Warrenton 
as they were to meet him, and 
when I got him to appear five min.

We left Warrenton at 12:15 and 
did not reach Buckland on our 
way bak untl 1:35. 1 had a horse 
which fought the bit the entire 
way, and once when I got off to 
look after the girth on the Pres- 
ident’s saddle I was ‘fifteen min- 
utes getting back on again. He 
would plunge and rear, and once 
he struck at Dr. Grayson and came 
near putting him out of business. 
Finally I made a fiying leap for 
the saddle and made it. 1 was 
mighty well glad to turn him over 
to the orderly at Buckland, I can 
tell you. 

Between Buckland and Cub Run 
our vitality was at its lowest. Ad- 
miral Rixey was on a fine animal 
of his own, and he had set the 
pace in a jog trot, which was al! 
right for him, but ft was hell on 
the President and myself, whe were 
riding about the roughest troop 
horses which Fort Meyer could turn 
out. Finally as we reached Cub 
Mun and started afresh the Presi- 
dent ordered Rixey~to the rear 
and told me to set the pace. I set 
it by walking slowly when the 
roads were bad and galloping like 
mad when they were good. We 
made better time in this way, al- 
though one is not supposed to: 
but this pace had the effect of 
resting us up when very tired and 
when galloping to warm our blood 
and exhilarate our spirits. 

Just befare we reached Center- 
ville we met the Dlizzard, which 
came from the north tn the shape 
of a blinding sleet storm, and this 
storm was continuous from this 
point to Washington. The wind 
was blowing a gale and the ice cur 
our faces so that I thought th»! 
mine must certainly be bleedir«. 
We kept up a fast gait to Fairfayr, 
however, for every mile covered 
now was that much made certain, 
for it was beginning to look doubt 
ful whether we would be able to 
make Washington on account of 
the heavy fall of sleet. When we 
reached Fairfax we got the horses 
on which we had begun the ride, 
and I never felt more relieved in 
my life than when the orderly told 
us that both Rosswell and Larry 
were in good condition and not 
lame from the ride in the early 
morning. On any other horses 1 
don't think we would have made 
Washington without an 
if indeed we had made tt at all. 

We left Fairfax in inky black. 
ness and walked practically the 
entire way to Falls Church. Fron 
Centerville the President had been 
going it blindly, for the ice would 
cake on his glasses 80 that he 
could see nothing ahead of him. 
He simply trusted to Rosswell 
now. I took the lead and he came 
immediately behind me, followed 
by Grayson and Dr. Rixey. 


IN THE DITCH 


T dared not trot or gallop, for 
we were too near our goal te run 
the risks of. an accident. Once. 
when I began to trot, the Pres- 
ident's horse went into a ditch. 
but tuckily. recovered  himeelf 
without Injury to himself or his 
rider, At Falls Church we began 
to trot, for the roads were better, 
and, strange to say, by the reflect- 
ed lights of Washington, nin» 
miles away, we could keep fairty 
in the roads. Enough snow had 
fallen with the sleet to make them 
fairly safe, so we trotted the en- 
tire way into the acqueduct bridge. 
As we turned into the lighted ap- 
proach, we saw the carriage from 
the White House which I had 
ordered to meet us before we left 
Fairfax. I did not believe it would 
be safe to cross through town on 
the asphalt and had taken the pre- 
eaution to tell the orderly to 
phone to the White House to have

something to meet us. When the 
the streets were safe. the Prest- 
dent settied it by ing: 

“By George, we will make the 
White House with our horses if we 
have to lead them,” and we started 
across the bridge.

she was standing in the doorwsy 
to welcome us. It was a perfect 
picture. She had on some light, 
fluffy evening gown and 1 don't de- 
lieve that Dolly Madison, even in 
her loveliest moments, ever looke:l 
more attractive than did Mrs. 
Roosevelt at that moment, standing 
there, framed in the big doorway 
with the strong light on her and 
the wind blowing her clothes in 
every direction. 

We were all covered with ice, 
but the President in his black rid- 
ing jacket, with fur collar and 
pockets, and broad-brim black hat, 
looked for all the world like the 
pictures of Santa Claus. Mra. 
Roosevelt made us come in and 
gave us each a julep, which was 
the first drop of liquor any of us 
had during the entire ride. 

Jam stiff today and did not feel 
like getting up this morning, but 
I was out of the house at the usual 
time and reported to the President 
by 10. I could not help refrain 
from stopping in the club and 
showing myself in passing, for 1 
knew that every one there would 
be expecting us to be laid up for 
several days.

always been evolutionary in ite 
nature. Man's first idea waa of an 
elemental God, “an enhanced, 
glorified and deified man.“ In the 
course of time, Abraham is said to 
have discovered that hie God was 
Almighty: Moses evolved the idea 
of a Supreme or “Only” God; and 
so on, until Jesus taught his fol- 
lqwers of God in the aspect of a 
universal father. 

The final chapter of this study 
of the gradual progression of an 
idea is entitied, “The Great As- 
similation.” It opens with a query 
as to how much of the mass of 
truth thus slowly and gradually ac- 
quired, and finally ‘clarified, 
beautified and enlarged by Jesus 
of Nazareth“ has been absorbed by 
the modern consciousness. Rasi 
King’s reply to his own question is 
far from reassuring. Such as- 
similation of the teachings of the 
Nazarene as has taken: place has 
been by individuals. while the 
masses have been but little in- 
fluenced. For the race as 4 whole 
the teachings of Christ are as vet 
too large, too noble, too practical, 
too easy and too hard; they repre- 
sent the goal.” Jesus was a Man 
who won the race or game, in 
which all others are still engaged. 
To the rest of us He is proof that 
the supreme victory can be 
gained, To gain it is the objective 
set before us in the Scriptures, 
wherein the true end of life is pro- 
claimed to be: That men shall be 
filled with the knowledge of God.” 

It will be seen that the author 
sets forth with considerable skill 
his theory of th progressive 
knowledge of God as also of the 
changes in our individual and so- 
cial lives whieh will occur when 
our collective consciousness has 
fully absorbed such knowledge as 
has been revealed to us. But he 
sees good reason to believe that 
except in isolated individual cases, 
neither the professing Christian 
nor the unchurched outsider have 
ever accepted the Creator as Unt- 
versal Father. “The reality of our 
belief in the Divine Fatherhood,” 
says this writer, can be put to a 
very simple test in our manifested 
belief in the reality or unreality of 
the brotherhood of men. . . 
The whole condition of the world 
is a proof that no real 
Brotherhood exists. .. . 
versal Fatherhood and Universal 
Brotherhood are foundational 
truths in the religion of Jesus 
Christ, but the religion of Jesus 
Christ has never yet been put into 
operation. . Yet the teach- 
ing iteelf is always there, waiting 
for a better comprehension to 
work it out in demonstration of 
the Spirit and the Power." 

It is quite evident that this hook 
is merely a more or lees modern 
presentation of an old and well- 
known truth. In every generation 
men of Vision and rectitude have 
repeated it, and in every genera- 
tion, including out own, men of 
vision and rectitude have died for 
it. As continual dropping § will 
wear away a stone, it may be pos- 
sible that the werld will some day 
accept and act upon it. In the hope 
of accelerating such potential ge- 
ceptance and its corresponding ge- 
tien, this volume hes doubtless 
been written,

EXCESSIVE TAXES 
The history of taxation shows 


that taxes which are inherently ex- 
cessive are not paid. The high 
rates inevitably put pressure upon 
the taxpayer to withdraw his cap- 
ital from productive business and 
invest it in. tax-exempt securities 
or find other lawful methods of 
avoiding the realization of taxable 
income. The result is that the 
sources of taxation are drying up. 
wealth is railing to carry its share 
of the tax burden, and capital is 
being diverted into channels which 
yield neither revenue to the gov- 
ernment nor profit to the people.

| statistics for the six-year period ex- 


tending from 1916 to 1921. During 
this time the country’s total net 
income increased over three times, 
whereas the total amount of in- 
comes in exceas of $300,000 a year 
decreased from nearly $1,000,000,-

in 1921, and the number of tax- 
payers in the $300,000 class de- 
creased from about 1300 to 280. 
It must be remembered, also, that 
the surtax rates in 1921 were far 
higher than in 1916, and yet the 
amount of revenue received by the 
government from the larger in- 
comes constantly diminished. It 
may sound like.a paradox, but the 
fact remains that higher surtaxes 
brought less revenue to the gov- 
ernment from the large incomes 
than did the lower rates.
